THE WORK DELAYED

DECISION OF HOUSE COMMITTEE
ON STREET EXTENSIONS.

Burden of Cost Placed on District—
Contention of .Commissioners and
Financial Statement.

The decision of the House District com-
mittee, as announced in The Star the other
day, to the effect that the District of Co-
lumbia shall pay the whole cost of all
street extensions and openings will oper-
ate, It is stated, to further defer improve-
inents in the District of the character in-
dicated, For more than two years past—
gince the extersion of 16th street was au-
thorized—it is learned, no large or small
extensions of strects have been made In
the Disirict, the action of Congress In re-
quirlng the District to bear the whole ex-
1 ense of extending 16th street acting as an
effective bar to further improvemants in
the way of extending or opening new thor-
oughfares,

In speaking of the matter to a repovter
for The Star today Commissionar Macfar-
land stated that the Commissioners will
stand flrm in thelr position with regard to
the dispositicn of the expensz incurred in
the opening and extending of streets and
that they will protest to the end sgainst
the proposition that the bDistrict be re-
quired to bear the entire burden of ex-
pense In these permanent improvements.

Contention of the Commissioners.

Previous to the passage of the bill au-
thorizing ‘the extension of 16Gth street, Lhe
Commissioners contended before the con-
gressional committees that the cost of that
improvement cught properly to be borne
entirely by the United States, as the street

is to be a dational ,boulevard, and Is con-
sldered as a matter to be cared’ for en-
tirely by the general government. Instead
of requiring the general government to pay
the cost of the extension, however, Con-
gress placed the whole burden of the ex-
pense Incurred In the extension of that
street upon the Disirict of Columbia.

In their reports on all street-extension or
street-opening bills durinrg the past year the
Commissioners have either recommended
that the improvement be made on the half-
and-half basis with reference to the Dis-
trict and to the U'nited States, or else that
the Improvement be deferred until some
future time. Only in cases of extensions
involving but small cost have the Commis-
sjoners even recommended this year any
hills for that purpose. They have suggest-
ed that this class of improvement should
be deferred until some more satisfactory
arrangement of the District's finances has

n made.

Financial Showing.

In a financial statement of the District
of Columbia, prepared- by the Distriet
auditor and just recently printed as a
public document at the reguest of Senator
Newlands, are found some interesting fig-
ures relative to Yhe burden imposed upon
the District in the matter of street exten-
sions, the whole cost of which has been
boerne by the District. The amount paid
on account of extension of streets and ave-
nues, including payments of awards ior
damages, expenses of condemnation, ad-
vertising and preparation of plans, is stated
at $2,133,900.21. The assessments for bene-
fits on account of street and avenue exten-
sions is stated at $600,74.44, and of this
amount $134.5650 was annulled by order of
the court in the matter of the extension of
11th street, leaving the total assessments
for benefits on account of street extensions,
406 170,44

Eliminating the amounts assessed against
abutting property as benefits, the amount
the District has been obliged to pay on
account of street extenpsions is roughly es-
timated at about $1,600,6060, On the half
and half basis of settlement for these im-
provements, as can be readily seen, the
District would have been obliged to pay
hut £800,000, which would have left $:00,.-
(00 in the District revenues over against
which the United States would have been
required to plece an equal sum. These
two amounts would have given the District
over a million and a half dollars for im-
provements and current expenses, improve-
ments in the municipal service, or such
other Improvements as might be decmed

necessary and advisable.

Wiith that amount on hand. the high
rressure water service could have been
¢ stablished twice over: there would have

been plenty of money for the erection of
a municipal hospital tuberculosis depavt-
ment, many improvements in the District
aorvice could have been made and varlous
clher projects requiring the expenditure
of greater o1 less amounts could have been
undertassn.

f SUNDRY CIVJL BILL.
Mr. Hemenway Explsing Its Provisions
to the House.

Representative H y of Indiana,
chairman of the commy -on appropria-
tions, called up in thé“#House this after-
noon the sundry civil ji]l, which was re-
ported vesterday. It waslagreed that gen-
eral debate on the me4s| should be lim-
ited to ten hours, one-half of the time to
be controlled by Mr. Hfgenway and one-
half by Representative, Benton of Mizzour],
the ranking minosity: member of tne sub-
committee. which pnzpp.b'-,g the bill. Rep-
reserntative Burion o Ohh was named by
the Speaker to presi@le’ over the commit--
tee of the whole. Mr. ' Burton was loudly
cpplauded as he took the chalr.

Mr. Hemenway supplemented the com-
mittee report of yesterday with a very In-
teresting statement regarding the status
of appropriations already made at this
session and those in prospect. The gen-
tleman from Indiana congratulated the
House and the commitltees handling the
big appropriation bills on the manner In
which the measures had been presented
in the House and disposed of.

“This Is the last of the general appro-
priation bills to provide for the expense
of the government for the fiscal year be-
ginning July 1 next,” said Mr. Hemenway.

“It attracts more interéest from the mem-
bership of the House and the country at
large than does any one of the twelve
regular appropriation bills, for the reason
that it provides in great or small degree
for every one of the many branches of the
public service, and in particular for the
many civic public works authorized by
Congress and in progress in every state of
the Union.” ) ;

““This is the result worked out by the
committee in the preparation of this bill,
namely, a reduction under the estimates
submitted of $17,147,116.00, and of $23,13,-
208.90 under the last appropriation for the
last fiscal yvear, which must be gratifying
to the House, and will, T amn sure, meet the
approval of the country.

“This large reduction 1s made and Is
proper, notwithstanding the bill carries
every dollar that Is required for each pub-
ile buildirg now authorized and in the
course of construetion,, and the exact
amount stated to be necessiry by the en-
gineer departmert for all civer and harbor
ifmprovements in progress under the con-
tract system. :

“Thke sum total of all the annual supply
bills, including the ene und:r cons.deration,
as reported to the House by the committee
charged with their preparation, Is $a07,-
82 824,24, Adding to this"sum the require-
ments estimated at $84,071 %20, under per-
manent appropriations for interest on the
public debt, the expenses uf colleciing cus-
toms, and otker purposes, exclusive of the
sinking fund, we have the total adjudged
to be necessary to conduct the government
next yeiir, namely, $682 774144 29, ;

PRECAUTIONARY MEASURE.

Suit Filed With Avowed Purpose of

Preventing Riot at Church.

“I file this suit in order to prevent a riot

at the Metropolitan Baptist Church, R
street between 12th and 13th streets, this
evening and tomorrow,” announced Attor-
ney Thomas L. Jones as he entered the of-
fice of the clerk of the Bupreme Court of
the District of Columbia today and insti-
tuted proceedings in equity for a restrain-
ing order in behalf ef Anderson Hogans,
George Bmith, William Trice, Burwell Hill,
John R. Ruffin, Gill Bakef, George Davis
and others against Simon, P. Drew, Wil-
liam Howard. George 'Robinson, William
Strothers and James Chapman.
It is set forth that the complainant Ho-
gans is one of the trustees, and that the
other complainants named are deacons of
the Metropolitan Baptist Ghurch. The de-
fendants are sued as “‘disturbing elements
in the church.”

The court is informed that the church has
a membership of mort than 1,000 persons,
and that Rev. Robert Johnson, who had
been its pastor for more than thirty years,
died December 18 last. The defendant,
Drew, who represented himself as being an
ordained minister of the gospel, it is stated,
was permitted by the plainants to take
charge of the church for Wne month, as it
was desired to carry on a revival. It is
added: :

“When he had been In the church one
month and made a request to serve the
congregation one month more, your peti-
tioners began to investigate.” The bilistates
that as a result of such irvestigation the
plaintiffs became convinced that it was
undesirable to retain Drew. The bill says
“‘as a matter of fact 1t is learned that he is
not even an ordained minister.”

Since he has been in the Metropolitan
Baptist Church, this city, the complainants
further declare, Drew has succeeded in
disrupting the church and has disturbed
the peace and good order thereof by fo-
menting strife and discord among its mem-
bers for his own advancement.

The court is further informed by the
complainants that last Thursday evening,
the 24th instant, while a meeting was in
progress in the church, Drew, although
ordered by the authorities of the church
not to enter the building, undertook forel-
bly to do so. Inside of the church, It is
ndded, a band of his followers, who seemed
.0 have anticipated what was to occur and
hearing much noise and secing much con-
fusion, all occasioned by Drew, rushed to
his assislance, almost precipitating a riot
in the church.

A meeting has been called for this even-
ing to consider the affairs of the church.
The complainants say they believe that an
attempt will be made by Drew and others
to take possession of the chure hagainast
the recognized authority of the complain-

nts.
a"ln the present state of mind of three-
fourths of the members of the church, in
whose behalf this bill i= filed,” the com-
plainants then say, “it Is safe to assume
that in thessvent of such an atteinpt heing
magle, It wauid sgndoubtedly result in seri-
ous breach of the peace.” \

The court is asked to enjoin the defend-
ants f-om in any way Interfering with the
affairs of the enurch ana from disturing

restrain Drew from entering the church
and from interfering with the worship of
the members until the ls=ue raised has
been adjudicated by the court,

Justice Gould, in Equity Court No. 2,
signed an order resirainiag Simon P. Drew
as prayed, until a hearing, which the court
fixed for the 1st of April

EMPEROR TO ALEXIEFF.

Text of Czar’s Message to His Viceroy
on Appointments.

ST. PETERSBURG, March 26.—The text
of the emperor’'s message to Viceroy Ajex-
leff, notifying him of the appointment of
Gen. Kuropatkin to the command of the
Russian troops in the far east, and of Vice
Admiral Makaroff to command the fieet at
Port Arthur, not only elearly defines the
latter's position, but gpecifically announces
Russia's aims, The message follows:

“The importance og’glle:‘lmpendlng strug-
gle, which is intended to finally assure the
predominant positich ‘0f 'Russia on the
shores of the Pacific 0cean, and foreseeing
that it will be necessary for you as my
lieutenant to transfer ‘your resldence to a
more central position, for Instance, Harbin,
or some other place of ¥our choice, I have
found It expedient to seni to your assist-
ance Gen. Kuropatkin fer the direction of
the land forces, with the“rights of army
commander, and Vige Admiral Makaroft
for the direction ofiithe sen forces, with
rights of fleet commagder, " I am convinced
that the appointment of" se independent,
responsible commanders-in-chief will en-
able you as my-lieuténant to discharge the
difficult and historic task which has fallen
to your lot."”

THE SWAYNE CASE|

NO TIME FIXED FOR CALLING UP

RESOLUMION IN THE HOUSE.

Representative Palmer 'I'h:h:h Time

Will Be Given to Read the
= Evidence.

Representative Palmer, who made the re-
port to the House in the Swayne impeach-
ment case, said today that no definite time
has been fixed for calling up the resolution
of impeachment in the House, It is a
privileged matter and subject to being call-
ed up at any time. He thought there might
be reasonable delay, in order to give mem+*
bers of the House time to read the report
and the evidence.

The impression among the House leaders
is that the Impeachment case will not delay
the adjournment of Congress. It is thought
that the resolution will pass, the Senate
will take order for hearing the House's
presentation of the case, and that along

about that time Congress will adjourn, the
Senate fixing a date next fall for trying
the case.

A movement Is on foot in the Benate to
have a committee of the Benate do the

greater part of the work during the recess,

if that plan is legal and feasible. Senator
Hcar's resolution on those lines was adopt-

ed yesterday.

The committee on rules will report on
this proposition before the House presents
the charges, the general- wish of senators
being to prevent delaying adjournment if
possible.

NEARLY ALL DEFOSITED.

The $30,000,000 to Be Used in Paying

for Panama Canal.

The Treasury Department today received
reports saying that nearly all of the $30,-
000,000 called for by Sacretary Shaw from
national bank depositaries of the country to
be used in paying for the Panama canal had
been deposited in New York yesterday, as
directed. As to the small amount short of
the total it is supposed that the instructions
from some of the banks to their New York
correspondents have been delayed In the

mails. The New York city banks paid in
$10,000,000 of the total calied for and the

other banks of the country about $20,000,00%).

The whole sum will remain with ten New
Yor kbanks designated to receive it until
Secretary Shaw desires the money for use
in connection with the canal payments, It
will then be withdrawn

DISTINGUISHED VISITOR.

Baron Kentaro Kaneko Presented to

Secretary Hay.
Minister Takahira accompanied to the
State Department today and presented to

Secretary Hay Baron Kentaro Kaneko, a

distinguished Japanese official and a mem-
ber of the house of peers, and they had a

long conference over conditions in the east
as the baron left them. Baron Kaneko I8

assigned the credit of being the father of
the Japanese parliamentary system. It

was stated that business is not the object

of his present visit to America.

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HIGH SCHOOL TEAMS

Record Season Promised by the Man-
agement—Those Who Are Eligible
to Membership.

With tke coming of spring and the base
ball season the pupils of the high schools
are showing Interest in the teams that will
represent their institutions on the diamond
and do battle for the championship in the
interscholastic series.

The last week has been a busy one for
the boys, each school having from twenty
to thirty candidates on the practice fleld.

The personnel of the
various ‘‘nines,” however, will include
many of the last year players, with a few
new faces. The latter will be chosen after
a thorough practice “showing."”

The Business School boys have been at
work for three weeks, and, considering the
inclement weather, a good deal of progress
has been made in putting the team In
shape. The two coaches of the Business
team are graduates of the school, namely,
J. Fitzpatrick and Chas. King. They were
members of the Business team last year.

The feeling at the Central is at a high
pitch. The number of candidates for the
places on the team at that school is larger
than that at the Business.

Predicts a Record Year.

Mr. Kelly, who looks after the athletic
aairs at the Central. thinks that the pres-
ent vear will set a record for the high
school base ball games. In speakiug of the
matter Mr. Kelly stated that if the boys
do as well in the games to come as they
have done in practice there will be nothing
wanting, and that from what he had heard
from the other schools the teams are pretty
well classed.

Eastern team still wants for practice and
will play two or three games in the coming
week.

The
East Washington girls are as much inter-
ested in their team as the boys.

The *‘Techs”’ are out strong after base
ball honors, but it remains to be seen
whether they will be as successful on the
dinmond as on the gridiron. In the foot
ball games the school had the other teams
beaten at every turn, having as they did
all the weight on their side, but with base
ball it is different, as weight counts for
very MHttle and teams with a shortage of
avolrdupois have often beaten those with
an abundant supply., Graduate Coach Bell
is highly elated over the work the boys
have done. He states that if they continue
to improve there is no reason why they
should not finish well to the front. The
team of this school is made up of heavy
men, and 18 captained by an old and sturdy
player, Ballinger, who holds down first
base. Ballinger has seen two yvears service
in the high school base ball world. and not
only understands the game well, but knows
the weakness of the opposing teams, which
will give his team a slight advantage.

It is predicted that with material that
they have “across the creek” and Church's
leadership, the Western team will prove a
prominent figure in the finish. Mr. Math-
ews, facully adviser for Weslern, has
taken quite an interest in the game2s this
vear and has brought the boys out in
good shape, not only in a base ball way,
but in the other sports of the schools. 1t
will be remembered that the Western and
the Central teams were tied for second
place in the foot ball games, and the West-
ern boys s=ay they have a better team to
put on the diamond than they hid in the
fall, which should make things look inter-
esting for the other contestants.

WAR MAY END IN COMPROMISE.

Both Sides Acting on the Defensive
Might Effect Settlement.

NEW YORK, March 26—A cablegram
from London says: As the magnitude of
the military operations Iin the far east be-
come more obvious conviction gains ground
In London and Paris that Russ!a's policy
of acting on the defensive in Manchuria
will finally induce Japan to be content with
a defensive attitude in Korea, and that the
upshot of the war will be a compromise,
leaving the combatants relatively in pos-
sessions they now hold,

“It is folly to prediet the outcome,”
says an intelligent commentator, *but
stranger things have happened than that
Russia and Japan, after years of finanolal
strain necessary to support their huge
armaments on land and sea, should agree to
conditions not widely differing from those
defined in abortive negotiations of October,
At all events diplomacy Is inclined to think
such an ending more probable than that
Japan will drive Russla out of Manchuria
or Russia quarter her armies in the en-
virons of Tokyo."”

CASE OF SAMUEL A. GROFF.

Probable Action by Commissioners on
Trial Board Report.

The trial papers in the case of Private
Bamuel A. Groff of the metropolitan police
force are in the hands of Commissioner
West, and It Is expected he will recommend
prempt action in the matter late this even-
ing. In recommendation on the papers it is
understood Major Sylvester has stated that
the point involved is a question of law and
not of fact, and it ig further understood he
suggests that the papers be forwarded to
the corporation counsel for a legal opinion.
It is not improbable that Commissioner
West will recommend such action to his as-
sociates on the board of Commisgioners.

The police trial board, It is alleged, has
recommended that Groff be flned 340 a
month, leaving him a monthly salary of
$50, which would be equal to the amount of
penstion which the retiring board regoms-
mended he s=hould receive. It is learned
that had Groff's arrest last June been de-
ferred for a week he would now be on the
retired list at a pension of $50 a month. In
view of the fact that the court has sus-
pended execution of the sentence against
Groff the police trial board did not feel
justified in arbitrarily recommending
Groff's removal from the force. The Com-
missioners desire that no injustice shaill
be done the officer, and desire to take into
consideration all the circumstances sur-
rounding the case,

It has been suggestz1 that the Commis-
sioners might impose a fine of 80 a month
upon Groff, the total amount of salary he
is receiving, until the disposition of his case
Ly the Court of Appeals, It i= pointed out
by the Court of Appeals. It ig polnted
out in case the Commissioners should re-
rules obtalning he could not be reinstated if
it is finally determined in court that he s
innocent of the charges preferred agalnst
him in connection with the Post Office De-
partment cases,
